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It  is  generally  known  that  the  winter  of  1947-43  brought  about  extensive  injury 
to  conifers  in  the  northern  Lake  States.  Hot  so  veil  known,  and  of  more  direct 
importance ,  is  the  degree  to  which  injured  trees  recovered.  Information  on 
recovery  was  obtained  for  experimental  red  and  Scotch  pine  plantations  (l$-y.ear- 
old  from  seed)  on  the  Superior  national  Forest  in  late  summer  of  1943.  Results, 
for  both  species  have  been  combined  (in  the  table  belov)  since  recovery  was  quite 
similar  for  the  same  degree  of  injury.

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Readily  apu^r^ut  is  the  fact  that  pines  with  one— four tn  or  less  of  theii  foliage 
injured  showed  excellent  recovery,  and  that  most  of  those  with  less  than  half^ 
their  foliage  injured  recovered  satisfactorily.  On  tne  other  hand,  most  Oi  the 
pines  with  three-fourths  or  more  foliage  injury  recovered  unsatisfactorily. 
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
